Way Cleared 
for Clay to 
Appeal Case 
NEW ORLEANS (AP) - The 


way has been cleared for Cas* 
sius Clay, the boxer stripped of 
the world's heavyweight title 
when he refused to accept in« 
duction into the armed forces, 
to appeal his federal court con* 
viction to the U.S, Supreme 
Court, 


Charles Morgan Jr., an Atlan* 


ta attorney for the American 
Civil Liberties Union, said Mon« 
day after the 5th U.S, Circuit 
Court of Appeals rejected a re- 
quest for an "en bane" rehear- 
ing of Clay's conviction, that he 
would appeal to the nation's 
highest court within 30 days. 


The Supreme Court is expect- 


ed to adjourn sometime this 
month until early October and 
presumably won't act on the 
Clay appeal until the fall. 


The nine Justices may simply 


refuse to review the five-year 
prison sentence and $10,000 fine 
given Clay after his conviction 
in U.S. District Court at Hous- 
ton, Tex., last June 20. 


It could be as late as next 


spring before any decision is 
reached if the Supreme Court 
decides to re view the case. 


"It's all in the hands of Allah, 


now," said Clay in Chicago, 
adding that he wasn't surprised 
about the New Orleans Appel- 
late Court decision. 


A normal three-Judge panel of 


the 5th Circuit Court had upheld 
the conviction in an opinion is- 
sued here May 6. It rejected the 
claim by Clay, who prefers his 
Black Muslim name of Muhha- 
mad All, that he was a valid 
conscientious objector to mili- 
tary service because he Is a 
minister of the sect. 


His attorneys asked the entire 


13-man appeals court to review 
the appeal "en bane." Mondays 
one-sentence opinion issued here 
simply denied a rehearing.

Antistrike laws covering pub- 


lic employes are in effect in 
Massachusetts, 
Delaware, Illi- 


nois, New York, Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania, 
North Carolina, 


Florida, Virginia, Ohio, Michi- 
gan, 
Wisconsin, 
Nebraska, 


South Dakota, Texas, Hawaii 
and Oregon. 


In Illinois, there are no statu- 


tory provisions specifically ban- 
ning strikes by public employes. 
But the Illinois Supreme Court 
has ruled that strikes by public 
s e r v i c e workers—including 
teachers—are unlawful. 


A 1947 Pennsylvania law bars 


strikes by public employes un- 
der penalty of dismissal. The 
law provides that if a striker 
subsequently is rehired, he shall 
not be hired back at a salary 
higher than he received when he 
struck; receive no salary in- 
crease for three years; shall 
lose his tenure and be on proba- 
tion for five years. 


But the strong-language law 


was ineffective on two occasions 
recently, an 11-day strike by 
1,000 Pittsburgh teachers of the 
Pennsylvania 
Federation 
of 


Teachers, and a massive protest 
march by 20,000 members of the 
Pennsylvania 
State Education 


Association. 


Florida has an antistrike law 


for public employes, but its con- 
stitutionality is being questioned 
by a suit pending in the Florida 
Supreme Court. 


Some 
25,000 of Florida's 


60,000 
teachers walked out in 


February. 
Most were accepted 


back 
into classrooms without 


punishment following their mass 
"resignations," 


But some were not taken back 


and others were rehired without 
tenure. The law provides that 
those who strike or resign with- 
out 30 days' notice can't be re. 
hired for a year. 


Virginia law prohibits any 


agency of the state or local po- 
litical subdivisions from nego- 
tiating or bargaining with em- 
ploye unions. Under the 1946 
law, any employe—state, city or 
county—who goes on strike or 


otherwise fails to report for 
work shall be fired. 


Iowa has a so-called right-to- 


work law, but it has no legisla- 
tion prohibiting strikes either by 
public employes or Industrial 
employes. It does have a law 
prohibiting collective bargain- 
ing between state agencies and 
its employes. 


Ohio has had a law for years 


forbidding strikes by public em- 
ployes, but teachers and other 
public employes have struck, 
threatened to strike and stayed 
off their jobs for "study ses- 
sions" without suffering serious 
consequences. 


Perhaps the most controver- 


sial antistrike legislation in- 
volves New York State. 


For many years, New York 


State had the so-called Condon- 
Wadlin law on its books, which 
forbids strikes by public em- 
ployes. It mandated strike pen- 
alties for violators—automatic, 
dismissal, loss of promotion 
rights and pay raises for those 
eventually rehired. But over the 
years, the law was regarded so 
harsh that the state ignored it, 
as did employes. 


Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller 


and the New York Legislature 
fostered a study which produced 
the Taylor law, enacted last 
year. It forbids strikes, butdoes 
not mandate dismissal of viola« 
tors. The law switches penalty 
emphasis 
from 
rank-and-file 


employes to their unions and un- 
ion leaders, The public employ- 
er may obtain a court injunction 
against striking; if Jt is violated, 
the union can be fined up to 
$10,000 a day for criminal con* 
tempt. 


Such an injunction was filed 


during the garbage strike in 
New York City and the presi* 
dent of the New York City Sani« 
tation 
Workers' 
Union 
was 


jailed. 


The teachers' strike occurred 


just as the administrative mech- 
anisms for implementing the 
Taylor law were being set up, 
and it was generally agreed that 
it was not a fair test of the law's 
effectiveness 
in 
preventing 


strikes. 


Sanitation union leaders open* 


ly defied the no-strike ban and 
mediation procedures when the 
garbage dispute arose. A settle* 
ment was eventually worked out 
through 
binding 
arbitration. 


There was criticism at this 
point that the Taylor law had 
failed iis first big test.

PARls (AP) - 
More than 


1,000 students took to the streets 
of Paris again Monday night, 
battling police in running skirm* 
ishes in the Latin Quarter until 
dawn following the death of a 
student, 


The pitch of the battle was on 


a considerably lower key than 
the student'police clashes last 
month when hundreds on both 
sides were injured and two per- 
sons were killed. 


The drowning of a young man 


in the Seine at Meulan, outside 
Paris, sparked the latest dem- 
onstrations, The students main- 
tain the police threw him in the 
river, The police said the stu- 
ttent jumped in to evade an 
identity check. 


The National Students Union 


called for "all the Paris popula- 
tion" to demonstrate tonight, 


Monday night the students 


paraded for several hours be- 
fore the first exchange of pav- 
ing stones and tear gas gre- 
nades. With the police under or- 
ders to be moderate, there were 
considerable tear gas and con- 
cussion grenades but no whole- 
sale violence. 


The demonstration came on 


the first day of France's two- 
week campaign for National As- 
sembly elections June 23. Mean- 
while, an estimated one million 
workers in key industries re- 
mained on strike, with no ap- 
parent progress in negotiations. 
The biggest automobile compa- 
nies are still closed down and 
most large Paris department 
stores are shut. High schools 
have not been reopened and uni- 
versities remain occupied by 
striking students. 


Although the French govern- 


ment has managed to come to 
terms with the overwhelming 
majority of the striking workers 
by granting substantial wage In- 
creases, the student uprisings 
are another matter. 


The students not only demand 


university reform but want an 
end to "bourgeois society and 
its values." They say the uni- 
versity system, as it is now con- 
stituted, is another tool of that 
society to advance its values. 
• So far, the government has re- 
fused to send police into the 
-schools to end the rebel occupa- 
tion. It was police intervention 
to clear "student1 demonstrators 
out of the courtyard of the Sor- 
bonne that touched off the stu- 
dent rebellion last month, and 
this mushroomed into France's 
worst social and political crisis 
since World War n. 


Lindsay 
Had Meet 
With Spocfc 


BOSTON (AP) - Mayor John 


V. Lindsay of New York City 
said today he met with Dr. Ben- 
jamin Spock and others before 
an antiwar demonstration last 
Dec. 5 in New york to have 
them "share with me my wor- 
ries about stability within the 
city." 


Testifying 
In U.S. District 


Court at the trial of Spock and 
four others on antidraft conspir- 
acy charges, Lindsay daid: "I 
was concerned about the need 
for a peaceful 
demonstration 


and I felt it was my obligation 
to the city to reach out to the 
people involved and discuss the 
matter." 


The demonstration, held out- 


side the Whitehall Street induc- 
tion center in New York, was 
one in a series of rallies and 
protests held over a four-day pe- 
riod in the city. 


The 65-year-old Spock and de- 


fendant Mitchell Goodman, 44, a 
writer and teacher from Tem- 
ple, 
Maine, were arrested for 


sitting In at the center, The dem- 
onstration is one of the principal 
incidents in the government's 
case,

demonstration was held Dec. 2 
at Grade Mansion, the mayor's 
official residence, 


"I told them I understood 


their concern to express them- 
selves and I sajd we would pro- 
tect that right," the mayor testi.

about stability and would toler- 
ate no violence," 


The mayor said he told the 


group that extra police costs to

Layers of Bile Salts 
Build Into Gallstone 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


When an acute inflamma- 


tion of the gall bladder occurs 
it is almost always due to gall- 
stones. In all such cases the 
gall bladder should be re- 
moved. What, then, of those 
persons who have no stones 
but have (allegedly) a chronic 
inflammation of the gall blad- 
der? There is a growing be- 
lief among surgeons that this 
does not occur. When the X- 
rays have f a i l e d to show 
stones, stones are found to 
be present when the gall blad- 
der is removed. 


On the other hand, when 


vague pains in the right side 
of the abdomen occur and a 
chronic gall bladder disease 
is 
suspected,

things happens. 
Either the 


"gall bladder" symptoms are 
relieved by a course of medi- 
cal treatment t h a t would 
relieve a case of dyspepsia or 
colitis, or the gall bladder is 
removed but the symptoms 
persist because they were not 
coming from the gall bladder 
in the first place. 


A recent report on the cause 


of gallstones indicates that 
when the flow of bile from 
the gall bladder into the in- 
testines is impeded, the re-

Alimony Road to Jail 


Sentenced to prison for frilling 


to pay alimony, an indignant hus- 
band demanded his release on con- 
stitutional grounds. 


"The 
Constitution forbids im- 


prisonment for debt," he argued. 
"I can't be put in jail just for not 
paying the money I owe my ex- 
wife." 


Nevertheless, the court decided 


to let the sentence stand. The judge 
said the husband was being pun- 
ished not for failing to pay a sum 
of money but for contempt of court. 


Although this distinction may not 


have satisfied the husband, it car- 
ries enough weight to be recognized 
in most jurisdictions. What a man 
owes his divorced wife is not a 


debt—such as you might owe the 
corner 
druggist—but a personal 


obligation growing out of the mar- 
riage relationship itself. 


It is this obligation that a divorce 


court is enforcing when it orders a 
husband lo pay alimony. And when 
he refuses to pay, he is defying a 
court order—and is therefore in 
contempt. 


But to justify sending him to jail, 


there must indeed be defiance, not 
just an inability to pay. 


Thus, a husband cannot be im- 


prisoned if, even though willing, 
he simply cannot make the pay- 
ments. Say a man falls behind in 
alimony because he loses his job 
and can't find another. In such 
circumstances, a court is not likely 
to send him to jail—even if his ex- 
wife wants to put him there. 


What if the husband, although 


broke himself, has relatives who 
could come to his financial rescue 
if they so desired? 


"Throw him in jail," urged one 


divorcee in court, "and his rela- 
tives will show up in a hurry with 
the money." 


But the court refused to apply 


this roundabout pressure. The judge 
pointed out that in the eyes of the 
law, only the husband—not his 
relatives—had any duty to support 
her. 


Furthermore, for a very practical 


reason, imprisonment is no longer 
used very often in alimony cases. 
The big drawback is that while the 
husband is behind bars, he is not 
earning any money. 


True, his incarceration might give 


the ex-wife some sort of satisfac- 
tion. Hut it will not help her to buy 
groceries or pay the rent.

precipitation of b i l e salts. 
From then on there is a slow 
deposit of bile salt, layer upon 
layer, and the formation of 
one or more stones of varying 
size.

digestive tract. 


The question is often asked 


whether gallstones can be dis- 
solved. The answer is a flat 
NO. One also h e a r s from 
time to time about the non- 
surgical r e m o v a l of gall- 
stones. This is allegedly ac- 
complished by drinking large 
quantities of grapefruit juice 
for three days, then drinking 
four ounces of olive oil. This . 
might be called the hidden 
gallstone t r i c k . The fruit 
juice favors emptying of the 
bowel but not of the gall blad- 
der, then the olive oil stimu- 
lates a massive discharge of 
bile into the intestines. You 
would then pass soft lumps of 
saponified olive oil (false gall- 
stones). Meanwhile, the real 
gallstones remain secure in 
your gall bladder.

Tougher 
Gun Bills 
Considered 
WASHINGTON (Ai>) - .Con- 


gress, which has just passed a 
gun-control bill labeled by Pres- 
ident Johnson as too weak. Is 
now considering two tougher 
measures. 


Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, D-Conn., 


a principal proponent of gun- 
control, sponsored the bills Mon- 
day. They would require federal 
registration of all firearms and 
outlaw mall-order sales of rifles 
and shotguns. 


Congress sent to the President 


last week a measure which 
would ban mall-order sales of 
pistols. But Johnson, speaking 
In strong terms following the as- 
sassination of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy, said a tougher meas- 
ure is needed to keep guns out 
of the hands of irresponsible 
people. He specified a need to 
ban sale of long guns through 
the malls. 


As Congress continued to de- 


bate gun control, a widespread 
movement appeared to be de- 
veloping in which people are 
turning In their guns to local au- 
thorities. 


And some stores have stopped 


selling guns and ammunition, 
with one dime store saying it 
wouldn't even sell toy guns any 
more. 


There were also calls tor ac- 


tion from local and state offi- 
cials as the drive tor gun con- 
trols was stepped up following 
the kennedy shooting, 


Dodd's federal 
registration 


bill would cover all cases except 
in states that have their own re- 
gistration laws, Sources said the 
only such states are New Jersey 
and Hawaii. 


The penalty for having an un- 


registered gun under the Dodd 
bill would be a if«j,uuo fine and 
two years in prison. 


the But other lawyers said there is 
ob- a strong tradition against using 


this procedure as a substitute 
for extradition.

Westmoreland told a farewell 


news conference Monday it was 
almost impossible "to stop the 
indiscriminate firing of a few 
mortar rounds, a few rocket 
rounds, in consideration of the 
wide open and very chopped up 
and difficult country around Sai- 
gon."
